(Correspondence from Chengtu)--Sgechuen people in this olty recently organized 
a “ChenghueChuicking railway rights protection somnittee” to protest against 
the monopolistic devel opment of the projected railway between Chengtu and 
wars ‘king by the Kweichow-Szechuan Railway Company, alleredly a representative 
the bureaucratic capital of the Chine Reconstruction Banking Corperation. 


They charge the reconstruction officials of the province with selling 
the railway rishts of tle people to high jovernment officials to curry their 
favor and advocate thesettins up of a new control company embodyinz both zovern« 
mont and private capital, which will float bends so that all investors in the 
project will have a share in the profit and management of the future Line. 


They demand that President Chieng fulfill his promise of providing 
funce from the National Treasury fer the construction of this line as well aa. 
the trunk lines of the railwnys in the southwest, end request the Central Govern- 
ment to pay the Ssechuen-Hankow Pailway ite bank deposit at the Communications 
Bank, which is valued at about several hundred tilliona at present, to finance 
the bullding of the line.
